News from Chefoo. 
Onryoo, April 27. 
la tho face of a heavy fire the Japanoso 
forces have finally sucoouded in forcing tho 
pasenge of the Yalu, Tho pnssago was 
effected near Wiju. By atilizing the Is- 
landa near the month of the river for cover 
nnd on stations for their rafts and by 
means of bridges spanning savoral of the 
Islands the troops snececded in effect. 
ing o landing in several places snd 
caused a diversion of tho Russian 
forces. Ag fust as the Japanese suc- 
ceeded in making 4 Innding they at once 
entrenched and in this manner hold the 
Itussians at bay until further reinforce. 
mouta arrived A loog line of trenches, 
many of them those evacuated by the 
Rugsians, are wow occupied by the Japan- 
cso and their foothdd in Manchuria is 
assured. ‘I'he Russiaos are reported to bo 
rotiring from Antung in tho direction of 
Fangwangeheng with pert of the forces 
towards Takushan. 
Cuzoo, April 28. 
‘Tha Japanese who succeeded in 
crossing tho Yalu pushed forward and 
attacked tho Rusvians in one of their 
strongly-entrenohed positions. Aftera short 
engagement the Japanese were caught in a 
cross. fire and wero compelled to fall back. 
The Russians followed in pursuit and tho 
Cossacks are reported to have changed the 
retreat into a rout. 
Cuuroo, April 29. 
The Russians have been disastrously 
defeated in the two days’ battle at the 
Yalu. With the accession of reinforcements 
on the Mancharian eidé the Japancse 
forces pushed forward and brought on o 
general engagement. They were repule 
at agme puints but finally drove the Rus- 
sians from several strongly entrenched 
positions. They pushed thoir advantage 
vigoronsly and the Russians were compel 
to retire in grost confusion, many of their 


stores and large numbers of prisoners fail- |" 


ing into the hands of the Japanese. The 
Russiuns havo suffored a signal reverse and 
are reported to bein retreat. Tho losses 
bavo been exceedingly severc.

Raiiway Cut Near Port Arthur. 
Curoo, April 27. 


The Siberian railway has beon cut Le- 
tween Port Artharond Newohwang. Trafic 
has been atopped by the break and sctious 
disaster is thrextoned tho Russian forces 
‘which depond on the tino for supplies of 
food and amtounition. Tho Russians still 
hold Nowchwang and havo lately boon add- 
ing heavily to their stores thore. 

‘The cut is supposed to have boon made 
by Japaneas spies who havo been for weeks 
incessantly trying to accomplish this ect. 
It may be that the furco of Japanese troops 
which was reported to Lave landed at Kin- 
chow, where the neck of land connecting 
Port Arthur with Port Adams ie narrowest, 
has co-operated in severing the line.

THE WRECK OF THE 
*HAITIEN." 


Details of the Accident, 
Swancuat, April 28. 
The C.M$%. Meifoo, which loft Hong- 
kong for Shanghai on the ovening of the 
21st instant, and bas becn standing by and 
giving assistance to tho wreckod Ohinesc 
eruiser Haitien -since early morning on 
Monday. arrived in Shanghai late on Tues- 
day right, and from an interview with hor 
captain we are able to give the following 
particulars with roferonce to tho wreek. 
The Haitien, which was on her way from 
Chefoo to Shanghai, and had overrun her 
distance, struck a rock just off Elliott Ts- 
lad at 5.30 a.m. on Monday. From tho 
time that they passed Eddy Island denso 
fog provailed, and those on the look-out 
auw nothing until tho vessel struck. At 
7.33 am., the Meifoo. having heard the 
minute guns being fired, went over to her. 
Her stern was then above. wator and the 
after part was completely tight, but during 
the day a strong broeze aprang up from the 
north-east, with heavy rain showers; and 
aeas began to wash over her poo . ‘The 
&fter hold then filled, through the Pstahes, 
The crew went ashore during Monday night, 
landing on’the Ieland by. means of lines, and 
twa lives were lost’ in getting ashore.’
